This Paper is filed in response to the Office Action dated January 30, 2002. 
Applicants are simultaneously filing herewith a petition for a three month extension of 
time rendering the due date for reply July 30, 2002. 

In the Claims: 

Please cancel claims 1-13, without prejudice or disclaimer thereof, and add new 
claims 50-65. 



50. (New) A carrier comprising a matrix of inorganic, organic, or organic and 
inorganic material and containing a biomolecular interaction entrapped within the matrix, 
wherein the biomolecular interaction comprises two or more biological species that can be 
reversibly dissociated from the other. 



51. (New) The carrier of claim 50 wherein the biological species of the 
biomolecular interaction can under denaturing conditions be reversibly dissociated within 
the matrix and wherein the matrix in the denaturing conditions inhibits aggregation of the 
biological species. 



52. (New) The carrier of claim 51 wherein the carrier has a pore size that is 
selected to inhibit leaching out of the biomolecular interaction or biological species 
thereof.
